Deaf to the sdviee 
of 4he army leaders, he threw diaripline to the 
winds until it was too late to restore it, and the 
army naturally became a mob.. He set the stage 
for crazy and crooked Bolshevism, juat aa Vergn- 
iand, Desmoulins and other eloquent tribunes of 
1789 set the stage for Jaeohinism in Prance.

Estimated to bs about three hundred 
years old. the painting for a long time 
hung In tbe Bishop’s Palace and was 
later sent to the Convent of the Poor 
Clare at the Willows, where .It has 
been hanging la the private chapel of 
the Order. Recently the exteasive col¬ 
lection in the possteslon of Archbishop 
Casey, of Vancouver, has been recetv- 
Ing treatment at tbe hands of R. 
Halee-Handers, an eastern artist, and 
the painting was placed with him for 
restoration. The work has just !•« t n 
compU-ti-d and repreesots a triumph in 
this difficult* art, the mellow coloring 
having been hut brought otu under the 
expert treatmefit.’aod the painting now 
la probably la appearance exactly as It 
riime from the hands of the master.

Fbderal member for I 
ComoK'AtUn, iMuod a statement to the 
press In Vancouver on Monday last in i 
refutation of the charges made by J. 
B. Armishaw. J. Pm against himself, 
and the man 8acbt. It will be recallod; 
that the matter was taksa up recently | 
by the local branch of the Great War 
Veterans’ Asaoclstlon and a decision 
arrived at to sift the matter to the 
bottom. Rince that time little mention 
hae been made of the alleged dtftl- 
cultles existing between the good peo* 
pie of Hayward aiwd the gentleman of 
alleged Teutonic origin and eympathy. 
A Sohlesi^g-Holeteinerf 
In reply to ihaftalm of Mr Clements 
that Hacht was bom In the captured 
Province of i9ohIeewIg>HotSteIh, of 
{tanlsh p a rents, and ttait the father of 
tde postmaster fought for Danish arms 
against the Prtissiana. Mr. Armishaw 
claims that In'Racht's application for 
aaturallsaUon papers on file In Vic* 
torla he styles himeelf'a Oertnan, and 
that this Is alyo the case with his 
brother. 

Patrletie Werk. 

That Mr fiacht and his wife eontrt* 
bote their quota to the patriotic tabors 
of the community is another claim 
made by Mr Clementa. To thia Mr. 
ArmUbaw replies In a statement trom 
the officem of the local PatiioUo Bo* 
clety, which says in part: 

**Havlag read Mr Cteroant’a sup¬ 
port of Hans Otto Saoht, our 
- iBSJite e . »aa-p abl l M i i ii l -1w Tbe Vmw«- 
couver Dally Province. 1 wish to 
nay that his statement Is grossly 
misleading. As to Mr Sacht being 
a German, ws nay that he has al* 
waya claimed that he was a 
German. Neither his wlfa nor 
any of hla family take any In¬ 
terest whatever In any movement 
which has for Its object hoping to 
win the war. We are both mem¬ 
bers of the Patiiotio Assodation 
In thia district, and Cake an active 
part in Its work.** 

The above Is signed by Nellie Hem 
and by Jane Armishaw. 

Cemmwnity Against Sacht. 

In further obeervatlong on th« sub¬ 
ject to The Times Mr Armishaw deals 
with the statement of Mr Clements 
wherein he claims that no complaint 
had been recorded against Sacht aave 
from hlmselt Armishaw. and Mf. Hem. 
He proceeds; ’’This la not true. Mr 
Clemente also declares that twenty- 
nine residents had nothing to say 
against Sacht This Is not true and a 
petition signed by thirty-six residents 
asking that the potion be taken from 
Bacht and given to a returned soldier 
provides the proof ** It should be men¬ 
tioned here that the number of regis¬ 
trants at Sayward under Che national 
registration scheme totalled >f{>rty-rour. 
of*whom live were vlsltora. Thirty-eix 
petltlonera /nay therefore be regarded 
as ths whole community. 

f^ane Voted Against It. 

On Monday last Mr. Armishaw states 
that A public meeting was called and 
attended bv a representative from 
every family and a resolution was 
paeeed nnanimonaly, the terma of 
which called for the realcnatlon of Mr. 
Bacht. recommending also Chat the poet 
be filled by a returned soldier. , Hans 
Utto was present at the meeting and 
very naturally took occasion to dls- 
eenl from the spirit and intent of the 
resolution. declaHng to the oAtlva* lh.a 
the matter was not In their haadt, hut 
In the aele jurisdiction df the Dominion 
Guverument In support of the general 
senttmewt p rev a t hn g thro ugh o u t the 
comatpntty the uademated ■ statement 
. Is msM by a well-known iarswr uf the 
district In the person of Th'nnas Hem, 
which says in part: 

,Knewn Per Twenty Years. 

*1 have read Mr. H. C. ('lement’s 
reply in Tha Dally Province sup- 
l*orttng our postmaster and wish 
to state that his reply is mislead¬ 
ing and does not slate the facts 
as they exist hera With regard to 
Mr. Bacht being a Dane. 1 have 
known him for the past twenty 
years, and he has always main¬ 
tained that he was a German. Hie 
family language Is German; both 
himself and his family uae ths 
German language In our Post 
Office. With rqgard to his patri¬ 
otic help: I have never known 
him to take- any Interest In such 
work or give any support In any 
way.” 

*““* ■ " Wliy Oie Beereie#.. 

Mr. Armishaw statee that when 111 
Vancouver recently he had a confer¬ 
ence with Mr. Clementa. the latter aaK- 
tng whether It would do if he were to 
write to Ottawa with a view of eetlling 
the matter. ’U told him that he might 
write tho u ea iwe of letters bat they 
would be aeeteee If he had an arrange- 
-menl with. the. Dmrtnrat.'* jpld .Hr. 
Armishaw to The Tvmee. ”Mr. Clements 
told me to come to hla office In the 
morning when he would show me a 
eopy of the letur for Ottawa. I went 
and saw ths letter," proceeded Mr. 
Armishaw. ’’and the gist uf It said that 
since he, Mr. Clements, had returned 
Ottawa he found that Sacht had 
admitted to dte opening of hts <Mr. Cle- 
m^t’e). mall. Ue also aUUd in hls 
letter that I was hobHng public meet¬ 
ings and appeared to be creating con- 
eidarable sympathy. Then to conclude 
Mr. Clements asked that if in tha 
opinion of the Department there was 
sufficient evidence to have Bacht re¬ 
moved he would recommend a returned, 
disabled eoldibr for the poet 
Peeuliar Action. 

’’But Mr. Clements was very particu¬ 
lar,’* Mr. Aimlshaw recalled, ”that 1 
ahould ffive him my word that the let¬ 
ter or Us purport should not be pub¬ 
lished and 1 nve it to him. believing 
him to be taking tna stand that was 
oeoseeary to meet the cage. No sooner 
had I refumed to Saywalrd, however, 
than Mr. Clamants gave an interview 
to 'rbe Provlnoe In strange contrast te 
the eopy of the letter he had shown to 
aie In Vaaeouver. la view of this ac¬ 
tion by Mr. ClameoU I have no oom- 
puBCtlon la permitting the public to 
Imdw exactly what Is taking ptaoe with 
regard to thle German poetmaster. 
What la more." concluded Mr. Arml- 
etew, *’the member for Cemox-Albeml 
will find the ghost of Bayward’s Oer- 
postmaster beadag a tattoo on bis 
slumbers v^n he Is la Ottawa at the 
adzt seaaioa of the fhderal House."-

Street to Fort Street would cost, he 
said, ISS.dM. and a three-and-a-half 
per eent. g rade weuM entail an ex pen se 
of tUA-OM. Tha great axpense was due, 
to the large amouat of rock to be re¬ 
move^ in making a street to the full i 
width. 

Tha aldermen themght It might not be 
neceaaary to take the ten feel off the: 
hill at Chambers Street and that a| 
gradual rising grade could be devised 
from cutting five feet oft the crest of 
the bill, and running back on a fill to 
the level grountL This course the 
Mayor strongiy endorsed. 

The Commieelonere had asked Aider- 
man Bangster and Porter to investi¬ 
gate whether the street frontagers 
would be wllUng to waive oompenea- 
tloo olalms before any expenditure Is 
Involved.
